Although the ultimate deci- 
sion on who will foot the bill for 
attorney fees associated with the 
six-year battle with the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court has yet to be 
made, Crawford County offi- 
cials did receive some good new 
last week. 

Michigan Court of Appeals 
justices reversed a ruling made 
in Circuit Court, which said that 
Otsego County did not have to 
pay a share of the attorney fees 
for a dispute with the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court. 

The 46th Circuit Trial Court 
covers Crawford, Kalkaska and 
Otsego Counties. 

The 46th Circuit Trial Court 
sued Crawford and Kalkaska 
Counties, in December, 2000, 
for refusing to allocate funds for 


the benefit plans. 


Crawford and 
Counties disputed the benefits 
because officials said it would 
place unfunded liability on the 
counties, Crawford and 
Kalkaska County officials filed

Prison crew contract terminated following tax dispute

Wives and daughters of 
Grayling City Police officers 
protested shift changes, morale 
issues and unresolved contract 
negotiations at the Grayling City 
Council meeting last week. 

Family members of police 
officers and Departmen't- of 
Public Works employees attend- 
ed the Grayling City Council 
meeting to voice their concerns 
over city labor issues. 

Starting April 14, the 
Grayling City Police 
Department will switch from 
having officers work 12-hour 
shifts to working eight hour 
shifts. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer, who is the acting police 
commissioner for the city, said 
he believes that officers should 
work no more than {0-hour 
shifts unless there is a natural 
disaster or an emergency. 

Thayer said the 12-hour shifts 
became an issue in February, 
when an officer called in sick, 
and two officers worked 18-hour

Assessments 
for downtown 
streetscape 
project 
approved

Grayling City officials took 
another step forward with plans 
to revitalize the downtown busi- 
ness district. 

The Grayling City Council, 
following a public hearing last 
week, directed city staff to pre- 
pare special tax assessments for 
the $1.3 million Michigan 
Avenue streetscape project. 

The project will include 
installing brick paved sidewalks, 
landscaping, decorative street 
lights, replacing sewer and 
water mains and — repaving 
Michigan Avenue and Burton 
Court streets. 

The City of Grayling was 
awarded a $519,767 Community 
Development Block Grant from 
the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation to 
help pay for water, sewer and 
street upgrades in the downtown 
business district for the project. 

A total of $224,100 of the 
project will be paid for through

City snow day policy 
rejected by council

A proposal to close city hall 
when there are hazardous road 
conditions due to snow melted 
away last week. 

~The Grayling City Council, 
by a 3-to-2 vote, rejected a pro- 
posal to close city hall during 
inclement weather. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer proposed the 
policy that would have closed 
city offices to the public when 
the Crawford AuSable School 
District calls off school due to 
inclement weather and haz- 
ardous road conditions. If the 
school delayed starting times, 
the city hall would have had the 
same delayed starting time to 
open city offices. 

Under the policy, city 
employees would have been 
allowed to delay coming to 
work if they were unable to 
access the roads or if the roads 
were extremely unsafe to travel 
to city hall. 

After the road conditions had 
improved, the city employees 
would have been required to 
report to work. The employees 
would not have had to use their 
accumulated leave time to 
cover the hours missed from 
work due to road conditions. 


The policy did not apply to 
emergency employees from the 
city’s Department of Public 
Works, ‘police and fire depart- 
ments, who were expected to 
report to work as scheduled. 

Grayling Mayor Larry Akers, 
and City Council Members 
Kim McClain and Dennis 
Robinson voted against adopt- 
ing the policy. 

“The trend is to run govern- 
ment like a business,” 


Robinson said. “They have to — 


show up whether it’s snowing 
or not and they have to be there 
to help maintain the bottom 
line.” 

McClain said employees 
need to adjust their schedules 
to safely travel to work when 
there are snow covered roads. 

“It’s part of living in northern 
Michigan,” McClain said. 


Roger Moshier, the mayor | 


pro-tem, and Council Member 
Tom Wellman, voted in favor 
of the policy. | 

Thayer said he recommend- 
ed the policy to close or delay 
the opening of city hall so that 
employees mould not risk get- 
ting into an accident on the 
way to work, potentially caus- 
ing them to be away from work 
for longer periods of time due 
to injuries.

fo pay the tax for his supervision 
of the prison crew when they 
were working in the city. 
Although Camp Lehman is 
located outside of the city, 
Thayer said the state statute gov- 
ering the income tax collection 
requires businesses with 10 or 


more employees to calculate. 


their earnings that they receive 
while working in a municipality 
that collects an income tax. 

“We don’t play favorites,” 
Thayer said. “I’m not going to 
blink my eyes and say that one 
person has to pay city income 
taxes and one person does not.” 

VanBuren paid the income tax 


' for the last two years. 


Thayer said he was seeking an 
Attorney General’s opinion on 
whether an employee whose 
workstation is outside of their 
physical location of their 
employer must pay the tax. 

“Tt’s no different than the City 
of Lansing,” Thayer said. “There 
are thousands of state employees 
that work in Lansing, and they’re 
all required to pay income 
taxes.” 

Thayer, who became Grayling 
City manager last October, said 
he was troubled that prison offi- 
cials opted to terminate the con- 
tract before an opinion from the 
Attorney General’s office was 


“Whatever the Attorney 
General says is what we’re going 
to do - that’s called rule of law,” 
Thayer said. 

The work crews mow grass in 
the city, shovel snow, pick up 
trash and brush and help main- 
tain the cemetery. 

Between February 2006 to 
January 2007, the prison crew 
worked 191 days in the City of 
Grayling. Camp Lehman was 
paid $13,500 for the service. 

The city is required | to pay $15, 
per day, per ptiséner for the serv- 
ice. Of that amount, the prisoner 


receives $2.50 and the supervi- 


sor receives a $12.50 supervision 
fee. The contract with the city 
was for up to eight prisoners, but 
generally six prisoners were on a 
crew, Thayer said. 

Thayer said he was going to 
write a letter to Department of 
Corrections Director Patricia L. 
Caruso to see if she believes the 
contract should have been termi- 
nated before the tax payment 
issue was resolved. Thayer has 
also been in contact with Rep. 
Matt Gillard, D-Alpena, over the 
issue. 

Thayer believes that the state 
and local municipalities must 
work together, especially as the 
state and Department of 
Corrections deal with the state 
budget crisis. 

“[ imagine that they’re looking 
for every penny that they can 
find, hoping not to make another 
cut,” Thayer said. 

Russ Marlan, the spokesper- 
son for the Department of 
Corrections, said department 
officials believe that requiring a

prison crew supervisor to pay the 
tax would be like’asking a State 
Police Trooper policing an acci- 
dent in Grayling to pay the tax or 
a Department of Natural 
Resources officer patrolling the 
AuSable River in the city to pay 
the tax. . 

“It was a bit of an odd request 
and where do you draw the 
line?” Marlan said. “It would be 
impossible to track when he did 
have to pay or did not have to 
pay the income tax.”

Thayer said the city will iden- 
tify other resources to do the 
work, and acknowledged that 
some of the jobs may not be 
done in a timely manner. 

The City of Grayling has been 
collecting an income tax since 
1972. The city collects 1 percent 
of residents’ income earned in 
the city, and 0.5 percent from 
non- Tesidgnts who. work. in. the; 
city, Port ec 

Thayer said the city would 
stand to lose between $50,000 
and $75,000 of the overall 
$500,000 collected annually 
from people who work in the 
city but have an employer locat- 
ed out of the city if the tax is no 
longer collected. 

For several years, city officials 
used funds from the income tax 
for street paving, sidewalk con- 
struction, installation of storm 
sewers and construction of curbs 
and gutters. In November 2002, 
city residents agreed to change 
the ordinance for the income tax, 
allowing funds generated to be 
used for other capital improve- 
ment and recreational projects. 

Thayer said a city who col- 
lects an income tax actually 
receives more revenue sharing 
from the state since they are 
gathering local dollars for proj- 
ects, 

“The city fathers had the fore- 
sight to add the tax revenue and 
were trying to be a progressive 
city, coming up with a pay to pay 
for the services for the people.” 
Thayer said.

a counter-claim against the court, 
alleging fraud for misrepresent- 
ing the costs of the benefits. A 
claim was also filed against 
Otsego County, accusing officials 
there of conspiring with the court 
by withholding information on 
the cost of the benefits. 

Former 46th Circuit Trial Court 
Chief Judge Alton T. Davis 
issued a court order, forcing the 
counties to fund the benefits 
plans. 

Davis was appointed to fill a 
vacancy on the Michigan Court 
of Appeals in July, 2005. 

Payment of attorney fees, 
which have been projected to be 
over $2 million, is the only unre- 
solved issue in the dispute. 

In July 2006, the Michigan 
Supreme Court, mied that the 
funding of enhanced pension 
benefits and retirement health 
care benefits sought by the 
administration for the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court, were not rea- 
sonable and necessary to the 
serviceability of the court and 
that Crawford and Kalkaska 
counties were not contractually 
obligated to appropriate funds for 
the benefit plans. The Supreme 
Court also said the court’s author- 
ity to demand appropriations 
from the counties was limited to 
meeting critical judicial needs. 
The justices also said that the 
court had to pursue benefits 
through negotiations and bargain- 
ing with the county boards. 

Court of Appeals judges ruled 
that the request for additional 
funding for the enhanced 
employee benefits was not made 
in bad faith by 46th Circuit Trial 
Court. In addition, the justices 
said that the inherit power doc- 
trine supplies a court ml the

authority to take whatever steps 
are reasonably necessary to fulfill 
the judicial function, including 
undertaking litigation to secure 
necessary funding, employing 
counsel and recovering reason- 
able attorney fees spent on that 
litigation. 

Michigan Court of Appeals 
Justices Brian K. Zahra, Janet T. 
Neff and Jessica R. Cooper 
reversed a ruling made by Kent 
County Circuit Judge Dennis 
Kolenda. Kolenda felt that 
Otsego County, the fiscal agency 
for. the 46th Trial Court, was 
brought into the legal dispute 
with “clean hands” and was 
therefore not required to pay the 
court’s attorney fees.. 

“Although the counties did 
trigger the underlying litigation, 
having prevailed in the Supreme 
Court, those counties’ hands are 
as clean as Otsego County’s,” the 
justices wrote in their opinion. 
“Having defended their public 
funds against a good-faith yet 
ultimately unsuccessful attack 
from the Trial Court, in the 
process engendering important 
developments in the law of such 
controversies, Crawford County 
and Kalkaska County performed 
a valuable public service.” 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, said that local 
officials were pleased to have the 
issue regarding Otsego County’s 
obligation to pay legal bills clari- 
fied. 

“If we have to’end up paying, it 
certainly means that all three 
counties will have to share that 
expense, but we're still pretty 
hopeful that we’re not going to 
have to pay,” said Stephenson of 
the appeal over the legal fees to 
the Supreme Court.

Township to 
appoint fire 
board of appeals

The Grayling Township Board 
is in the process of appointing a 
fire board of appeals in hopes of 
resolving a year long legal dis- 
pute with a commercial busi- 
ness. 

The township board is seeking 
members to sit on a fire board of 
appeals, a board that will review 
decisions made by the Grayling 
City/Township Fire marshal and 
township building inspector. 

The appointment of the board 
was requested by Michelle and 
Kelly Elmy, the owners of 
DuBois Lumber and Rental 
Center, which opened their new 
store next to the Grayling 
Township Hall in February, 
2006. 

Just prior to opening, 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department Fire Marshal Travis 
Roberts and Township Building 
Inspector Bob Dixon advised the 
Elmys a storage building for the 
business could not be used 
because the building did not 
meet International Fire Code 
and Michigan Building Code 
standards. 

Specifically, the fire and 
building officials said that since 
a rack storage system used to 
store building materials was in 
the building, an automatic sprin- 
kling system needed to be 
installed as a safety precaution 
for employees and the public. 

The township filed a lawsuit 
in Crawford County Circuit 
Court against the Elmys, seek- 
ing to compel them to comply 
with the building and fire codes. 
The Elmys filed a counter-claim, 
seeking an injunction to keep the 
township ‘from enforcing «the 


ordinance and. for attempting to” 


deny them the use of their prop- 
erty. The Elmys spent $1.5 mil- 
lion to relocate the business 


from Norway Street in the City _ 


of Grayling to M-72 West in 
Grayling Township, 

A temporary occupancy per- 
mit was issued to DuBois 
Lumber that allows the business 
to stay open and to use the stor- 
age building as long as no mate- 
rials are stored above 12 feet in 
the building. 

“They see it one way, we see it 
the other, and we have the tem- 
porary occupancy permit in 
place until this gets resolved,” 
said Bill Carey, a Grayling attor- 
ney who represents the Elmys.

A SECOND CRISIS point is October 
1, That’s when the 2007-08 new fiscal 
year begins, and once more the state 
budget will be short but by an estimated 
$3 billion or so.

Finding $900 million in a few weeks 
may be possible, but finding another $3 
billion at the same time just won’t hap- 
pen. 

Republicans act as if curtailing present 
spending will solve Crisis No. 1 — the 
current shortfall. This is the no-tax but 
bigger-cut crew at work. 

Democrats ~ Gov. Granholin and 
House Speaker Andy Dillon — agree to 


some spending reductions, but claim that 


more revenue is needed, too. 

Republicans seem to favor all spend- 
ing cuts, no new taxes. 

Democrats want some new taxes, and 
not all cuts.

shifts to cover the schedule. 
Thayer said he is attempting to 
reduce the city’s exposure to lia- 
bility. 

“If an officer makes a mistake 
becadse they are tired or 
fatigued, the city is going to be 
responsible,” Thayer said. 

Patit Coe, the wife of Police 
Officer Tim Coe, said changing 
the long-time practice of work- 
ing 12-hours shifts will cut into 
family time, leading to further 
morale issues within the depart- 
ment. 

“Police work in general is not 
a very family-friendly occupa- 
tion,” Patti Coe said. 

Family members said the 
morale of the officers ts at an all 
time low, and belteve Grayling 
Police Chief Karl Schreiner is 
being micromanaged by other 
city offictals.

Roger Moshter, the mayor 
pro-tem for the Grayling City 
Council, encouraged family 
members to express their con- 
cerns to city council members 
so that they can make an 
informed decision on the shift 
change issue. 

“T just thought that going to 
eight hours would reduce the 
stress of the job,” Moshier said. 

City police are currently 
negotiating an employment con- 
tract, which has failed to be 
resolved in two mediation hear- 
ings. 

Thayer said the main issue is 
that officers are seeking an 
enhanced pension benefit. He 
said that Detective Dennis 
Long, and Officers Karl 
DeVries and Robert Butzin are 
seeking the pension benefit 
before they retire from the 
department, 

The enhanced benefit would 
require the city to pay $72,000. 
Thayer said that normally, 
employees seek the increased 
pension benefit earlier in their 
careers, then contribute by fore- 
going other benefits while they 
are sttll employed. 

“It’s kind of like they want us 
to create a golden parachute, 
and thats difficult to do,” 
Thayer said. 

One benefit city officials 
would like officers to forego is 
the pay received for working on 
holidays. Currently, officers

receive time and a half, plus-an’ 
additional eight hours of pay if 
they work on a holiday. Officers 
maintain that they are required 
to be paid the addittonal eight 
hours. Thayer argues that it is 
not a customary practice to pay 
the additional hours at any other 
police agency in the state. 

The contract with the police is 
heading for a binding arbitration 
hearing, which will likely be 
held this fall. Thayer said he is 
hopeful that the contract can be 
resolved considering the current 
economic climate in the state, 

“In good times it’s scary to go 
to arbitration,” Thayer said, “In 
bad times, they should be the 
ones that are trying to avoid it.”

The city’s Department of 
Public Works employees reject- 
ed a contract offer last week. 
Thayer said the public works 
employees are paid when they 
are on call if they have to 
respond to work. The employee 
receives four and a half hours at 
time and a half, an additional 
two and a half hours at time and 
a half if they are required to 
respond to work and the time 
spent working. City officials 
have proposed to reduce the 
contract so that public works 
employees would just be paid 
for two and a half hours at time 
and a half if they are on call.
